EXCITEMENT GROWS AS THE HEAVY WORK BEGINS AT THREE SHELLS SITE

WORK has started on Southend’s 
seafront lagoon, which will ensure 
swimmers a dip in the sea - even 
when the tide is out. 

“We are delighted that work has 
begun on this exciting project,” 
said Mary Betson, executive coun¬ 
cillor for enterprise, tourism and 
economic development. 

“It means that by this summer, 
beach-goers eager for a swim in 
the sea will no longer be held 
hostage to fortune by tides that 
can retreat by over a mile.” 

Cllr Betson said that Southend 


welcomes around six million visi¬ 
tors a year and that the tourism 
economy supports around 7,000 
jobs. 

“The lagoon will make the sea 
accessible every day during the 
summer. This is another fantastic 
step forward in the regeneration of 
the seafront and a new major draw 
for the town,” she added. 

Contractors Marlboro have 
already sectioned off part of Three 
Shells Beach, where the football 
pitch-sized lagoon will be built. 

They have constructed a con¬ 
crete platform for the heavy 
machinery to be used during con¬ 
struction and have laid the first 
granite rocks. 


Sheets of welded metal inside 
the rock walls will retain the sea¬ 
water when the tide comes in, 
while rubberised material at the 
base of the wall will prevent silt 
and mud from entering and exiting 
the lagoon. 

Valves will be installed in the 
wall so that the lagoon can be 
emptied and refilled, ensuring a 
high quality of regularly-replen¬ 
ished bathing water. 

Marine Management Organi¬ 
sation (MMO), which approves 
developments on Britain’s fore¬ 
shore, gave the go-ahead earlier 
this year. 

Under the plans, the ageing jetty 
at Three Shells Beach will be dis¬ 


mantled and a new one provided 
further along the seafront. 

Marc Miller, managing director 
of the Stockvale Group, a partner 
in the project, said: “We are excited 
to be part of the fantastic ‘Three 
Shells Lagoon development’, 
which will prove very popular for 
families as it includes toilet facili¬ 
ties, showers and landscaping. 

“It will also provide a boost to 
local businesses, including 
Adventure Island, helping 
Southend to keep one step ahead 
of other resorts and giving visitors 
something to come back for.” 

The lagoon and jetty should be 
ready for this year’s peak summer 
season.

HUNDREDS of residents face an 
uncertain future after Southend 
Council announced proposals to 
demolish four tower blocks. 

Chiltem, Malvern and Pennine flats 
in Coleman Street, and Quantock 
flats, in Chichester Roa^ have each 
been listed as too expensive for refur¬ 
bishment. 

Officials said tenants will be re¬ 
housed “depending on their needs, 
with special accommodation given in 
certain circumstances”. 

Labour member for housing. 
Councillor David Norman, said a 
reprieve for the tower blocks is unlike¬ 
ly- 

He said: “It is likely that they need 
to come down. This is a once in a gen¬ 
eration opportunity to create a new 
community that Southend-on-Sea can 
be proud of” 

The towers were built in the 1960s 
and have become a staple of the 
town’s skyline. 

Cllr Norman said their demolition 
would help planners to improve links 
to the town and infrastructure. 

He said council officials aim to 
replace them with “greater spaces for 
the public” and improved housing.

THE family of a teenager who died 
after being stabbed in Southend have 
described him as loyal and caring. 

Nico Ramsay, 19, of Plaistow, east 
London, was found injured in Napier 
Avenue on Saturday, February 13 and 
was taken to hospital where he died on 
Wednesday, February 17. 

His family said: “Nico was a lovely, 
good-natured, charismatic and humor¬ 
ous young man who had only just 
turned 19. He had a life full of hope 
and promise ahead of him. 

“Nico was family-orientated, forever 
loyal and full of hope and ambition to 
do well. He was a caring and genuine 
young man who loved his brothers, 
nieces, nephews and cousin, always 
encouraging and supporting them to 
do well. 

“In testament to his loyalty, Nico 
was with his girlfriend ‘Gels’ for more 
than seven years. Now we will never 
see Nico grow into an adult, see his 
children or see him open his own cafe. 

“Nico battled and won childhood 
leukaemia, only to be taken away from 
us in the most horrific and tragic way 
possible. 

“We watched helplessly on February 
17 as his life ebbed away. 

“We are completely heartbroken. We 
all miss his kind spirit, his sense of 
adventure and his cheeky smile.”

Children at centre of ‘sex ring’ denied counselling and became ‘disturbed’ 

Mental scars of victims

CHILDREN who did not receive 
appropriate care after disclosing abuse 
by a “sex ring” later developed mental 
health problems and took their own 
lives, whistleblowers have claimed. 

Essex Police last week announced a 
probe into an alleged Shoebury pae¬ 
dophile ring “cover-up” in the 
1980s/90s, after a Yellow Advertiser 
investigation resulted in three whistle¬ 
blowers reporting concerns to the 
authorities. 

Chief Constable Stephen Kavanagh 
and Police and Crime Commissioner 
Nick Alston announced the investiga¬ 
tion and called on victims to come for¬ 
ward. 

Two whistleblowers - Rob West, who 
worked for young offenders’ charity 
the Rainer Foundation, and psycholo¬ 
gist and former NHS manager Robin 
Jamieson - said victims who were 
denied counselling became “dis¬ 
turbed”, developed addictions and, in 
one case, went on to abuse children. 

In May 1990, two men were convict¬ 
ed for their roles in what Essex County 
Council described in official docu¬ 
ments as a “sex ring” targeting adoles¬ 
cent boys; Denis King, then aged 55 
and living in Cunningham Close, 
Shoebury, and Brian Tanner, then 57 
and living in Beedell Avenue, 
Westcliff 

Essex Police confirmed King was 
convicted of four counts of gross inde-

cency and three of attempted buggery, 
while Tanner was convicted of three 
counts of gross indecency and three of 
attempted buggery. 

King was jailed for four years. 
Tanner for three.Tanner has since died 
and King no longer lives in Essex. 

A report published weeks later by 
two charities - the Rainer Foundation 
and the Children’s Society - said the 
handful of boys involved in the court 
case were “the tip of a large iceberg”. 

It said the number of victims could 
be as many as 80, aged 11 to their early 
20s. 


“The authors based their findings on 
assessments of 25 youngsters known to 
have visited King’s flat. 

But Mr West, who attended court 
with some alleged victims in 1990, 
said almost none received appropriate 
aftercare. 

Mr West, now a probation officer, 
said Rainder received disclosures from 
12 to 15 boys, but institutional failures 
meant only two were “case confer¬ 
enced” - a formal process which 
would have made the children eligible 
for counselling. 

He said: “Even boys that were in 
court with me couldn’t be case confer¬ 
enced - couldn’t be seen as children in 
need and protected in formal ways. 

“Only two people I know actually got 
case conferenced. All the others either 
committed suicide, died of overdoses, 
or ended up on serious sentences. 

“One became an abuser himself that 
I know of Others are sleeping rough.” 

The 1990 Rainer 

Foundation/Children’s Society report 
said the impact on the alleged victims 
was “enormous”. It described how at 
least two attempted suicide, all suf¬ 
fered depression, some began self- 
harming, most were “exceptionally 
confused” about their sexuality, some 
graduated into the local rent boy scene 
and some began displaying abusive

behaviour towards younger children. 

The report said local agencies strug¬ 
gled to come to terms with the situa¬ 
tion and had offered a “patchy 
response”. 

Mr Jamieson said: “Over the next 
few years I knew that some of those 
children got a bit older and ended up in 
the mental health service. They were 
very damaged children.” 

Mr Alston said he felt “great sad¬ 
ness” at the troubled lives the victims 
had gone on to live. 

He said: “There’s an opportunity here 
to see whether any of those people are 
perhaps prepared to engage again, if 
not with police then a professional 
agency, to see whether there’s any¬ 
thing, even at this stage, which can be 
done to help them.”

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PRITTLEWELL PRIORY is a stunning medi¬ 
eval site in the Prittlewell area of Southend-on- 
Sea. It was founded in the 12th century, by 
monks from the Cluniac Priory of St Pancras and 
passed into private hands at the time of the dis¬ 
solution of the monasteries under Henry VIII. It 
housed 18 monks. 

In 1536 much of the building was destroyed 
and what remained was greatly altered during 
the 18th Century. Alterations were again made in 
the early 20th Century, when the Refectory was 
restored. However, a number of original features 
do survive, including a doorway with chevron 
and dog tooth ornamentation. 

The last private owner, R. A. Jones, gave the 
priory and the grounds to the local council. 

Today the grounds form a public park (Priory 
Park) and the Grade I listed building is open to 
the public. 

Inside you can discover the story of this his¬ 
toric house’s former residents, from the 13th 
century Cluniac monks through to the Scrattons, 


a Victorian family who were the last to live here. 
The life story of Priory Park’s current residents 
can also be found. 

Finish your visit in the beautiful ornamental 
walled gardens and enjoy your surroundings in 
the new Visitor Centre with a tea cake.

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Nurse in marathon 
mission for hospice 


LIZ Alderton hopes to celebrate turning 55 this 
year with five tough challenges she hopes will 
raise £5,555 for a children’s hospice. 

She already has the first under her belt, Chase 
the Yeti, an obstacle course through thick mud. 

The district nurse, who was inspired to help 
Thundersley’s Little Havens Hospice, because of 
the care it gave to her friend’s son, is in training 
for her next event, the London Marathon on 
Sunday, April 24. 

After that Liz will tackle a 15-mile mountain 
trail run, a triathlon and a London to Paris bike 
ride. It is not the first time she has linked a 
“big” birthday with a challenge, she “got nifty at 
fifty” at the London Marathon. 

“As I was running round I thought to myself, 
normal people get drunk for their 50th, not limp 
through the streets of London, but I’ve since 
done another two.” 

She also marked half a century by passing her 
grade five piano exam and got a degree in pal¬ 
liative care. 

Liz added: “Turning 55 this year I thought I 
would celebrate with a new challenge - or chal¬ 
lenges. Chase the Yeti was really tough, it was 
5km of mud, water, obstacles and temperatures 
of three degrees. I’m glad to have done it, but 
never again.” 

Louis Cooper, who was diagnosed with a brain 
tumour in 2004 spent time at Little Havens 
before he died there on July 13, 2006 aged 10. 

Liz, who lives in Ingatestone, said: “My son 
Joe went to school with Louis and when they 
were both eight my son got knocked over by a 
car. He survived but if the car had been going 
much faster he wouldn’t have. At the same time 
Louis was diagnosed with a brain tumour and he 
died and it just didn’t seem fair. It was a small 
school and everyone knew Louis. Since he was 
in Little Havens we always did our bit to help 
raise cash, holding carol concerts and bake 
sales. Then in 2011 I went and watched a friend

run the London Marathon and I decided I want¬ 
ed to do it. I applied through the ballot but did¬ 
n’t get in so sent in an application to Havens 
Hospices and got a place.” 

Darren Cooper, Louis’s dad, said: “Nickola 
and I have supported Liz for a number of years 
and attended several of the fundraising events 
that she puts on.” 

Liz said: “I’m slightly worried I won’t reach 
my fundraising target. I’ve raised £1,600 so far 
and I’ve held a quiz night, curry night and a 
carol concert. 

“Ingatestone is a small village and everyone 
knows everyone and they’ve all been so support¬ 
ive which makes a huge difference.”

No point in 
consultation

It appears that most of the 
Tory councillors fell for this. 

Can the council explain what 
is the difference therefore 
between this land and the 
open space land at Sun Corner 
Billericay, surely the same 
argument can apply. 

One can imagine the uproar 
from the same councillors if 
that was to happen. As a life¬

Appeal after group of men rob man on Friday night 

Underpass gang 
wanted by police 


POLICE are hunting 
a gang who robbed a 
man in a Basildon 
underpass just 10 
minutes after a failed 
robbery attempt on a 
group of three 
teenagers. 

Police have 

appealed for a good 
Samaritan who 

helped one of the vic¬ 
tims to come forward 
and tell officers what 
she saw. 

Essex Police said 
the gang of seven to 
eight men carried out 
the offences in the 
underpass which 
leads from Toys R Us 
to Asda in Basildon 
town centre. 

At roughly 7.50pm 
on Friday, February 
26, the men were on a 
bridge above the 
underpass and shout¬ 
ed threats at three 15- 
year-old boys, order¬ 
ing them to hand over 
money.

Making your mind up 



I T may have been 35 years since a leg¬ 
endary skirt-ripping routine propelled 
Bucks Fizz into an overnight success, 
but hit songs like Making Your Mind Up 
still pull in the fans. 

Originally put together as the perfect win¬ 
ning act, Bucks Fizz went far beyond their 
original Eurovision remit and as one of the 
biggest selling bands of the 80s became a 
global phenomenon. 

Back in 1981 the band’s line up - two 
boys, two girls, dance routines, harmonies 
and extravagant outfits - was classic 
Eurovision and their winning song. Making 
Your Mind Up, stormed the top of the 
charts around the world. 

Selling more than four million copies, the 
song reached number one in nine coun¬ 
tries beyond the UK. 

Today, Cheryl Baker, Mike Nolan and Jay 
Aston, formerly of Bucks Fizz, are prepar¬ 
ing to hit the road on a spring tour of the 
UK. 

"I cannot believe it is 35 years since we 
won The Eurovision Song Contest," says 
Cheryl. 

"We are looking forward to celebrating 
with fans old and new." 

Like a good champagne, their perfor¬ 
mances have matured, and they still 
manage to hold all the fun, vitality and 
passion of performances of the record 
breaking tours of the 1980s. Recent 
appearances at the nostalgia festivals, 
including Here and Now, Rewind and 
Let’s Rock, have reminded the great 
British public of the power of The Fizz, as 
every person in the crowd finds them¬ 
selves singing along and dancing to hits 
of their youth. 

Cheryl adds: "We recreate our familiar 
hits both vocally and visually which takes 
the audience on a nostalgic journey back 
to the 80’s.” 

They will also be joined by another 
Eurovision veteran, Bobby McVay. Bobby, 
who appears as their guest vocalist, repre¬ 
sented the UK in The Eurovision Song 
Contest in 1983, with the band Sweet 
Dreams. Their song, I’m Never Giving Up, 
secured a credible sixth place in the com¬ 
petition. 


As well as performing alongside Bobby 
at Basildon’s Towngate Theatre on 
Wednesday, March 23, Cheryl, Mike and 
Jay, formerly of Bucks Fizz, will also be 
releasing their most recent album Fame & 
Fortune on vinyl in a collector’s presenta¬ 
tion box. They are also in the studio with a 
world-renowned producer recording yet 
another album - a collaboration that the 
fans will be thrilled about. 

If musical theatre is your thing then why 
not catch Broadway classic - The Music 


Man - at Thameside Theatre, Grays, from 
March 17-19. 

Probably better known for the songs 
Seventy-Six Trombones and Till There Was 
You, sung by the Beatles in the late 60s, 
Meredith Willson’s The Music Man is a 
colourful, funny production of beautifully 
crafted music and familiar tunes. 

It focuses on the arrival in town of 
Professor Harold Hill, played by well- 
known local actor, Luke (ioldham, from 
Blackshots Lane, Grays. As a conman of 


the first order and salesman, he convinces 
the town and its council leaders to allow 
him to form a children’s brass band by 
reminding them of all the “bad” that can 
go wrong. 

His intention, to sell the instruments and 
then miraculously disappear from the town 
leaving the townsfolk holding a complete 
band of instruments with no one to teach 
the children. 

But Harold’s plot fails when he meets 
and falls in love with the town librarian, 
Marion, and their relationship is a fiery one. 
Harold is then forced to teach the children 
how to play even though he himself hasn’t 
a single note of music teacher in him. 

Performing in Thurrock since 1960, 
Thurrock Operatic Society, otherwise 
known as TOPS on Stage, have produced 
a show every year. Recently the group 
decided to stage two shows a year and 
this year’s performances will include The 
Music Man, as well as Annie later in the 
year. 

TOPS are made up of more than 50 local 
people including 15 children who form the 
Professors’ band. 

"The task of finding a complete set of 
instruments and band costumes was one 
of the greatest challenges with this show", 
explains Gary Sullivan, chairman of TOPS. 

"Our wardrobe mistress was fortunate in 
finding a company in Southend who just 
happened to have the very thing required 
and with the very grateful support of 
Thurrock Music Services along with the 
Grays Convent School, we were able to 
muster enough instruments for the band." 

The Music Man will march, in all its 
splendour on stage between Thursday and 
Saturday, March 17-19, with evening per¬ 
formances at 7.30 pm and a Saturday 
matinee at 2.30 pm.

End of the world as we know it

10 CLOVERFIELD LANE (15,103 
mins) 


T WO'S company, three's a 
paranoia-riddled crowd in 10 
Cloverfield Lane, a thrilling 
companion piece to the 2008 
found footage sci-fi Cloverfield, 
which witnessed an otherworldly 
attack on New York City through 
the lens of a resident's cam¬ 
corder. 

The monsters in Dan 
Trachtenberg's suffocating three- 
hander are distinctly human but 
no less terrifying, driven to acts of 
violence and barbarity in the 
name of self-preservation. 

"People are strange creatures. 
You can't always convince them 
that safety is in their best inter¬ 
est," pointedly muses one of the 
protagonists. 

Josh Campbell, Matt Stuecken 
and Damien Chazelle's deliciously 
ambiguous script keeps us 
guessing about where that safety 
might be, constantly shifting the 
balance of power between char¬ 
acters whose ulterior motives 
are shrouded in mystery. 

Every time we think we have a 
grasp on the slippery narrative, 
the film pulls another rug from 
under us, flinging us into a mire 
of nerve-jangling confusion. 

The less you know about 
Trachtenberg's picture before the 
lights dim, the better. 

In an affectionate nod to 
Hitchcock's Psycho, the director 


cranks up the tension with open¬ 
ing shots of a young woman, 
Michelle (Mary Elizabeth 
Winstead), driving away from her 
old life in the city. 

She stops for petrol and takes a 
pleading telephone call from her 
boyfriend Ben (voiced by Bradley 


Cooper) shortly before her car 
spins out of control and plum¬ 
mets down a bank. 

She regains consciousness in an 
underground bunker, at the mercy 
of a survivalist called Howard 
Stambler (John Goodman). 

"You're lucky to be here at all," 


he informs Michelle cryptically. 

As she regains her strength, 
Michelle learns that Howard 
saved her and his neighbour 
Emmett (John Gallagher Jr) short¬ 
ly before a devastating global 
attack rendered the surface of the 
Earth uninhabitable. 


The trio are safely cocooned 
within an airtight bunker, 40 feet 
below the polluted surface with¬ 
out any telephone signal, until the 
air is breathable again. 

"How long do we have to wait?" 
asks Michelle. 

"Depends on the proximity of 
the blast: one year, maybe two," 
speculates Howard. 

The survivors have water, food 
and electricity thanks to 
Howard's ingenuity and immacu¬ 
late forward planning, and make 
the best of a hellish situation. 

However, Michelle isn't sure if 
she can trust everything that 
Howard tells her. 

10 Cloverfield Lane is a pol¬ 
ished masterclass in suggestion 
that sends chills down the spine 
with unsettling regularly. 

Goodman is genuinely creepy 
as the conspiracy theorist who 
doesn't tolerate defiance of his 
rules in his underground lair. 

"My generosity only extends so 
far," he growls. 

Winstead and Gallagher Jr are 
equally strong as discombobulat- 
ed house guests, who harbour 
secrets that could destroy them 
or set them free. 

Trachtenberg's direction draws 
on the claustrophobic setting to 
plant seeds of doubt and suspi¬ 
cion, including a couple of 
thrilling action sequences with 
delightfully unexpected pay-offs.

Styling makeover for Toyota Auris 



By Robin Roberts 


TOYOTA must be as pleased as punch with 
its knockout Auris Hybrid, now further 
improved. 

As one of the first car-makers to embrace 
hybrid technology with the Prius and models 
under its sister Lexus badge, the power- 
trains have been put into the more main¬ 
stream Auris body for a couple of years and 
it has had a significant styling makeover. 

No other car manufacturer offers such a 
comprehensive range of hybrids and make 
no mistake they are not a compromise 
between economy and enjoyment, but a 
statement you can have both without paying 
the earth. 

The revised range comes in hatchback or 
Touring estate styles from £15,245 and 
£16,345 respectively. 

Using petrol engines built on Deeside, the 
Auris Hybrid marries conventional internal 
combustion engine with a battery and an 
electric motor, all linked and managed 
through a range of sensors and controlled 
by an on-board computer, to extract a most 
economical method of propulsion. 

Two body-styles for the petrol hybrid come 
in five bespoke trim levels, so there is some¬ 
thing for everyone from retail to business 
users who want to make the most of the tax 
advantages. 

You can also specify Toyota Safety Sense 


versions with additional driving aids to help 
prevent or mitigate collisions and a very 
sophisticated and smart infotainment system 
with seven-inch screen on the console. 

The powertrain comes out of the Prius 
with some modifications but essentially it’s 
the same and very good as a result. 

Start off in EV mode and it’s absolutely 
silent until the petrol engine purrs into play 
but even then it’s not noisy unless you blast 
away. The CV-transmission can whine a bit 
but not excessively and it pulls well, cruises 
quietly and can even be held in a sporting 
mode to make the most of the power so it 
moves from economy to normal and then 
sporting. 

The pure-electric mode is good for only a 
few miles before the battery depletes and 


you seamlessly and automatically engage 
the petrol engine, which immediately starts 
recharging the system topped up by regen¬ 
erative-braking. 

If you have a lot of miles to do regularly, 
the hybrid is probably a better proposition 
than pure electric power which needs a 
charging point. 

In give and take driving you have to antici¬ 
pate overtaking opportunities and carefully 
select the sporting mode to cut down time, 
and don’t be put off by the sudden rise in 
powertrain noise. 

Cruising it was much quieter and com¬ 
posed and we achieved a good economy 
figure. 

Handling was fairly flat and uninspiring, 
safe and sure but not nippy or agile, and you 


could hear the suspension coping with the 
bumps under the wheels but its ride is better 
than before. 

Inside it was basic with good access 
throughout and adjustment on the front 
seats. Room is fine for four or five with a 
decent bootspace from 435 to 1199 litres. 

New seats and a softer touch to the facia 
have improved the functional look while out¬ 
side there are new LED lights, bumpers and 
trim. 

Visibility is good to the front and sides, 
although I would like brighter headlights 
despite being LED units now, but there are 
blindspots when pulling out and reversing. 

The latest revised Toyota Auris is a step 
up, but it still lacks a sort of “oh-ah, nice 
car” response from passengers, and it’s like¬ 
ly to make the driver contented with a good 
greener-motoring smile.

WEST Ham face an Upton Park replay to 
decide whether they will reach a Wembley FA 
Cup semi-final after Anthony Martial’s late 
goal cancelled out Dimitri Payet’s brilliant 
strike.
